The kindergarten ages cover period when the 
largest proportion the movements the human body 
are becoming adjusted and co-ordinated. the 
period pre-eminent the adjustment nerve and 
muscle all the coarser, more fundamental movements. 
Neurological investigation recent years has shown 
that the first portions the brain the infant 
mature are the sensory motor centers having 
with bodily movements, lying about the fissure 
Rolando, and the side child observation 
noted that for the first six years life these 
activities are passing through their periods 
nascency. The child actively exercising his body, 
legs, and arms more general and cruder usages. 
the period instinctive movements, when the 
child receiving from race heredity the movements 
and actions his ancestors have used. later 
period adds those finer adjustments finger and 
eye accurate manipulations which are the products, 
greater degree, his own individuality and 
experience. The movements makes, the plays 
most enjoys, the exercises which most readily 
takes part, are those which children all human 
history have ever participated, and which for 
primitive man constituted his chief employment. 
There reason for believing, conformity with 
these facts, that the portions the child’s nervous 
system which are maturing six seven years 
age are those which are old and well established, racially 
well determined that attempted modifica- 
tion them corrective training difficult not 
dangerous. 

Roberts, the English anthropometrist, reports 
that while easy, systematic exercise, 
develop the body the boy after twelve thirteen 
years age, not possible before that 
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time—the muscles will not There are 
many physiological changes which take place during 
the pubertal age account for this fact. The 
nascent period for growth the lungs, which seems 
intimately connected with the development 
strength and muscularity general, after twelve 
years. About half the strength boy sixteen 
years acquired the last four years that period, 
shown the dynamometer tests America and 
England. 

Physical culture, unfortunate parlance, has 
come mean set calisthenics, march- 
ings, systematic plays, dictated games. Experi- 
ence, pedagogic theory, and hygiene make equally 
questionable that such exercises have any place 
the kindergarten. There evidence the 
childhood period any system logical order 
the development the various human movements, 
nor any system which have practical key. 
the contrary, movements appear childhood 
series that the adult mind with love orderly 
system seems vagrant caprice. The infant birth 
born with power grip the hand with force 
that marvelous, yet unable use his thumb 
until five six months are passed. The tendency 
most young infants, again, use their eyes 
independently, and only until several months 
are passed that the eyes 
firmly established; yet, the other hand, infant 
several months old before can direct one hand 
movement without having the other hand 
duplicate the same movement. Why should two- 
eyed and two-handed human child grow out from 
bilateral movement the case the hands and into 
the case the eyes? The immediate cause, 
course, certain inherited structural arrange- 
ments his nervous system, finding root, doubtless, 
the fact that throughout all lower animal life the 
use the fore limbs has been bilateral, while the 
eyes have moved, largely, independently one 
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another. These are merely illustrations. The order 
early development regulated internal heredity 
and deeply-worn laws, and pedagogues have not 
yet copied them from nature’s text-book. 

Does follow, consequence, that physical 
culture has place kindergarten? means. 
will shown the study upon the spontaneous 
physical activities the Santa 
garten children, Nature has provided her physical 
culture school children’s instinctive plays, and her 
instructor their instinctive preferences for this play 
that, interest. our stomachs need food, 
hunger informs us; when overwork intervenes, 
fatigue warns us. When the time arrives for the 
bird learn fly, child creep walk, 
instinctive feeling impels the activity. When the 
nerve cells which control any activity become mature, 
their surcharged energy tends discharge certain 
courses movement. Children’s instinctive plays are 
the products these impulses. The games made 
jumping, running, pursuing, throwing, answer 
these instinctive impulses. They are the products 
ages natural selection. The plays which not 
give the discharge these inner feelings have been 
discarded, while those which are called into req- 
uisition repeatedly. Nature also guide the 
amount exercise. compels quiet and 
time for recuperation. When think the number 
physical movements which are passing through their 
critical periods nascency during the kindergarten 
period, their delicacy, and the necessity for the untram- 
meled freedom play rest, cannot but brought 
the realization that the intelligent attention the 
kindergarten should given this field education. 
stated, impossible prescribe the system 
order exercise, for those are matters beyond our 
ken; but the kindergarten can guard the child’s right 
play, encourage providing free and frequent 
opportunities and incentives for all kinds exercise— 
clean sand roll, build, and model in, mounds jump 
from, trees and poles climb, balustrades slide from, 
paths run in, bushes hide in, balls throw, ham- 
mers with which pound, garden tools, saws, and plenty 
room for romping, chasing, and other similar 
Not only can the kindergarten, thus 
directly, give incentives for the free plays, but the 
suggestions which the kindergarten offers will used 
hours home. And where time for all this play 
outside the regular kindergarten curriculum come 
from? Frankly, not know. think 
what intelligent kindergarten could accomplish 
thus protecting the child’s right and need for his in- 


stinctive plays, the all-day kindergarten with least 
half the time about free recesses seems rise 
the institution the future. But certainly under 
present conditions have right, pedagogical, 
physiological, hygienic, pen children, from 
four six years age, for three hours with only one 
recess fifteen twenty minutes. The excuse 
frequently offered that children are engaged the 
kindergarten games untenable one. the 
German schools numerous psycho-physical tests have 
been made upon the recuperative value turning, 
gymnastic exercises, etc. has been shown that 
these are more fatiguing than the mental school work 
and should not interpolated, even the higher 
school grades, recuperative means. Kraepelin, 
the foremost investigator the influences fatigue, 
condemns it, and the studies Wagner, Kemsies, 
and others agree the same conclusion, and, further, 
that spontaneous play less fatiguing than the set 
exercises. The essence play for young children 
that should directed the hereditary and instinctive 
impulses from within, and the esthetic morally 
instinctive games the kindergarten are ranked 
with diet beefsteak for suckling infants—they are 
grossly premature.

Any one who doubts its value 
should read those two educational classics 
Edouard Seguin, The Psycho-physiological Training 
the Idiotic Hand, and The Psycho-physiological 
Training the Idiotic Eye. The drawing instinct 
will later discussed language incentive.

When first entered upon kindergarten career, 
when knew vastly more about the methods with 
which the kindergarten should conducted than 
now, the circle was the most awe-inspiring 
most cherished symbol unity. 
Truly, lies within the realms sacred tradition; 
little toes have balanced upon the painted line for 
nearly generation, and powerful its circum- 
ferent force that well-bred child will stray from 
the path virtue put into exuberant drama the 
thoughts inspired the story the Three Bears, 
Jack Nimble, Jack Quick; nor will daring 
flight fancy attempted the timid fledgeling, 
standing with toes planted with geometrical pre- 
cision upon the exact spot which indicates the 
revered center this magic and all-powerful fetich, 
the circle. the well-conducted 
disciplined kindergarten to-day, the child 
distinctly made feel that out harmony, 
that selfishly indifferent the welfare the 
other children, that responsible for the unhap- 
piness the kindergartner, wanders away from 
this visible pale propriety seek the satisfaction 
unplanned, spontaneous play, and the expression 
his needs and feelings his own childish way. 
left think over his sinful condition, away 
from his patient and less ambitious companions; 
the kindergartner withdraws the light her 
countenance from his soul, and the chilly gloom 
this atmosphere, the little culprit wonders why 
the unspoken query the child, shall see that 
intentioned adults who are trying force him out 
natural expression himself through the only 
channel which nature has provided, into one which 
abnormal and unsatisfactory—to him least. 

The plays and activities children this age 
are almost wholly individualistic, their interests are 
individualistic, and not until much later period 
their development should consistently look for 
that unity purpose and action which the circle 
the symbol. Dr. Gulick has shown his investi- 
gations that traditional and organized games belong 
later period childhood. plays early 
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childhood are individualistic, non-competitive, and 
for the accomplishment and observation objective 

this true, the kindergarten organized games 
performed upon the circle, while reflecting the most 
amiable intentions adults toward children 
preparing renditions traditional games, 
are still games from the adult standpoint, rather 
than the expression the spontaneous plays 
children. 

The crudity, lack unity purpose, and 
exuberant expression the play spirit when given 
free activity, interferes with the apparent harmony 
and smoothly-running schedule the kindergarten, 
and therefore unpopular among 
gartners. too many our model kindergartens 
the demure little lads and lassies have “learned 
the games perfectly that the favorite time 
for visiting the kindergarten, with many unthinking 
child lovers, during the period devoted this 
spectacular performance. For how long shall 
kindergartners caper and prance, conscientiously 
devoting our best energies heart and brain 
teach these open-eyed and wondering children how 
play? Might not more profitably learn 
them? 

The conviction, for years latent and urgent 
for recognition, that free play the only rational 
solution Froebel’s plea for self-activity, the 
undoubted truth the revelations child study 
with regard the ancestral and racial traits 
childhood, led the adoption two recess periods 
twenty minutes each for spontaneous play the 
kindergartens, take the place the regular 
kindergarten games, and the eagerness with which 
the play incentives were appropriated and put into 
active service the children revealed the strength 
their interests. first, but few incentives were 
given, owing ignorance the best incentives for 
their use, but observation experience 
strengthened theory, the list gradually increased and 
modified the original provision made. bean 
bags, tin street cars, wooden soldiers, and cloth 
elephant, whose only recommendation for popularity 
was his obliging disposition sacrificing his dignity 
becoming football, and who was rescued from 
the sure fate which overtakes all who tamper with 
the game, have been added the order named, sand 
piles, dolls, toy dishes, toy brooms and dust pans, toy 
washboards; reins, gas balls, hammers nails, 
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garden tools, footballs, facilities for climbing, jump- 
ing, seesaws, swings, and the latest achievement, 
children’s playhouse, where the tiny housekeepers 
can keep the miniature family the most approved 
manner, and still have the benefit the fresh air and 
sunshine. 

The bean bags, the wooden soldiers, the tin street 
cars, and his lordship, the elephant, have been 
consigned the oblivion deserved rest—but the 
sand piles have still the busy chattering groups 
little ones, digging wells and tunnels, molding and 
baking the sun the succulent pies and cakes 
well known our own happy childhood, sifting the 
clean, dry, fascinating sand, until the sudden tempta- 
tion send mimic cyclonic deluge over unsuspect- 
ing comrades only diverted into more legitimate 
channels the prompt action the ever-vigilant 
and ever-present kindergartner. 

The dolls, the toy dishes, brooms, washboards, 
and flatirons have full share attention from girls 
and boys alike. The house swept and garnished, 
the enthusiasm play, some children considerately 
sprinkling sand upon the floor, that the broom may 
have excuse for action; the doll clothes are washed 
vigorously the sand with washboard and wooden 
soap, and ironed while the iron the dishes 
are washed and dried with imaginary water and 
towels; the dolls are washed and dressed, one-eyed 
Rosie, long-suffering visage 
dangling appearance, being cuddled and loved and 
lullabied with the fairest the land; while the 
hostess sets the table, not omitting the tiny vase 
weedy blossoms gathered for the purpose, and 
proceeds serve the sedate and expectant guests 
banquet fit for the gods. Sand the basis and 
inspiration the entire menu, and the dignity and 
propriety the occasion not marred any 
unseemly behavior, the necessity for correction

This seems like co-operative housekeeping, but 
such adult occupation reality the case. Each 
child entirely absorbed her own particular bit 


drama, and cares not whit about the success 


the whole. 


Meanwhile, fiery steeds, restless chargers, and 
good, safe family horses are being driven about the 
grounds, with long grass tucked under the hat brims 
for manes, with tinkling bells, and drivers with 
healthily exercised lungs keep them subjection; 
bread, milk, and vegetables are delivered without 
money and without price all who may ask. With- 
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out rest, the usual variation eating and sleeping, 
with only occasional visit the blacksmith for 
repairs, these horses and their remorseless drivers, 

The gas balls occupy the attention another 
group children; and tossing, rolling, bouncing, 
gain for the hands and eyes co-ordination which 
does more for the judicious development accuracy 
time and movement than could acquired 
any other way. 

Hammers, footballs, climbing, jumping, swinging, 
and seesawing are all active operation this time, 
making the twenty minutes all too short which 
enjoy the delights free play.

Basis for Choice Song Material 


DETAILED discussion the basis for choice 

song material may start from many different 

points view respect music itself, the 
objects attained. 

Song material must provided for (1) the child’s 
musical development se. 

This need involves melodic material which will 
serve develop (a) power music conception, (b) 
appreciation melody and rhythm, (c) pure voicing 
and interpretation the values poetry 
and music, and (d) store the memory with wealth 
beautiful and spiritually significant poetry and 
melody. 

(2) With this must coupled the choice 
poetic material that shall meet the need for the 
general culture the child’s mind and heart through 
broad development and culture poetic imagina- 
tion and esthetic experiences, filling the memory 
with treasures thought that “in vacant 
pensive shall bliss solitude.” 

(3) Again, there the problem material for 
service the school, the home, and the various social 
functions. 

(4) fourth important factor which must 
determine the song material used the general 
mental and experience and aptitude the 
children. This usually determined age. 
though years are extremely fallacious basis upon 
which determine art nutriment, child capable 
assimilating, nevertheless; does serve 
general way, and limited degree, determining 
the songs certain periods. 

(5) Then, again, there are technical problems 
voice, language, and development purity 
melodic intonation, for which spécial material may 
needed. 

song, development purely musical thought 
intimately interwoven with the mental and 
spiritual culture with which our second problem 
concerned that they may treated one. 


The primal aim mathematical problems 
furnish opportunities for awakening and developing 


mathematical thinking and culture certain specific 
classes and processes intellection. Similarly, 
melodies should chosen for the primal purpose 
stimulating and cultivating certain specific modes and 
processes intellection involved music thinking. 
This phase the problem being closely bound 
with the technical elements melodic thought, the 
choice material will considered when discuss 
the technical basis. 

Assuming conscious ability catch and sing the 
melodies songs taught, the cultural phase 
appreciation calls for special comment. Music appre- 
ciation song involves some apprehension first 
the beauties, the essential qualities, the 
significances melody itself, apart from the 
poem. Since melody not series pitches, 
tone qualities, but organic unity melodic 
phrases, ideas, appreciation the beauty 
melody possible without perception these 
ideas, their relativity and unity. 

poem, were child mix the words one 
phrase, idea, with those another, falsely 
associate two ideas, appreciation the poem any 
sense would impossible. But this really 
more true poem than The develop- 
ment appreciation melody, therefore, involves 
recognition formal elements and their relations. 

Melodic appreciation also includes conception 
pure intonation, which really subconscious 
perception the harmonic basis all melody. 
These two phases appreciation especially need 
noted teachers. Among kindergarten chil- 
dren, rare find one who has much more than 
approximate conception the pitches that 
express pure intonation. the melody moves 
down, the child, sure, sings pitches represent- 
ing down, but there ends. Primarily 
not question, however, and down, but 
the just tonal expression the harmonic foundation 
the melody. Each tone expresses definite 
relation, which spells harmony; and just intonation 
involves certain definite pitch. This pitch the 
child must image and voice, else fail appreciate 
the beauty the melody the degree which his 
conception falls short the pure imaging the 
pitches. Development appreciation melody 
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means, therefore, development appreciation 
intonation. 

the primary grades this phase is, general, 
more carefully looked after, though there room for 
great improvement there. But there another 


just intonation that calls for special 


thought the part teachers both kindergarten 
and grades. 

Mere accuracy pitch far from being pure 
intonation. Pitch tone really means pitch 
quality, and appreciation melody involves realiza- 
tion qualities tones that essential the 
character melody. Development appreciation 
melody carries with it, therefore, development 
appreciation just intonation qualities the 
tones, pitches, melody. 

This phase formal thought has been first 
discussed because degree more vital the 
real appreciation music, for the pupil’s failure 
purity conception this respect demonstrates 
lack real perception melody. 

And this also true the failure perceive and 
image melody the melodic ideas (phrases, etc.) 
and their relations. reading poem child who 
takes breath anywhere, irrespective the relation 
and unity ideas, proves his utter lack apprecia- 
tion even the most formal elements meaning. 
And what true language equally true music. 
Nevertheless, this violation music sense contin- 
ually perpetrated without the slightest compunction 
the music this offense against art 
were confined the teachers, would make them 
wholly responsible; but, unfortunately, this not 
the fact. The editors many the song books are 
more reprehensibly guilty.

And yet, here melody which, its inner spirit, 
certainly one with that the poem, and one can 
easily imagine some tiny maiden’s joy her 
pretty finding vent this melody. Never- 
theless, since there are melodies which not only voice 
the spirit the poem but also fit the logic thought, 
violation both poetic and music sense wed 
these incongruous forms. 

Even the kindergarten children can led 
think their poems with reference just punctua- 
tion, and they can, and should be, taught just 
sensible the singing their songs. The develop- 
ment appreciation units melodic thought, 
and their relations, therefore, also phase the 
development appreciation melody. 

Another much neglected element the apprecia- 
tion melody rhythm. And rhythm not 
meant the soulless and mechanical handclapping 
series accents. the highest appreciation 
rhythm, the least vital phase—the metric—is literally 
lost the conception the essential rhythms arising 
from the relative intensities impressions melodic 
ideas, and the proportionate quantities tonal 
form. matter fact, numberless instances 
the metric intensities, are direct 
opposition the real rhythm. Development 
perception the relative importance, and proportion 
respect quantities tones (represented music 
notes), absolutely essential the appreciation 
the formal beauty well the esthetic 
significance melody. But these two phases 
appreciation are either sadly neglected, are 
imposed child through imitation. 
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The appreciation melody itself not the 
finality the song, have seen, the 
music meant interpretation the essential 
significance, and and spiritual import the 
poem; hence appreciation the music must involve 
vital sensing its interpretive relation the poetic 
thought and feeling. From this point view, 
plain that rote singing far from fulfilling the 
function the song the music education the 
child, unless made cover what has been 
outlined above the interpretive study and singing 
song. 


The cultural function the music education 
the child consider the subject-matter 
the poetic content the song respect its 
intellectual, and spiritual values one 
the prime bases for choice song material. 

The poetry song may classified its 
general appeal the child’s thought and experiences 
life, his love the beautiful and his suscepti- 
bility its influence. 

First importance, respect its service 
the broader musical and poetic culture mind and 
heart, must place the pure lyrics that have found 
true musical interpretation. the folk and art 
songs the world the themes pure lyrics have 
been the inspiration the noblest, most profound 
musical thought; they have begotten the great melo- 
dies that have lived through the ages, and will con- 
tinue the joy and solace humanity through 
all the come. The simple lyrics that touch 
childhood’s heart, the age what 
sixteen sixty,—should constitute the larger num- 
ber the songs sung childhood’s early 
years. Songs this character are ever young, and 
the child’s memory should abundantly stored with 
these treasures thought, that they may lend wings 
imagination and meet every need the heart. 

The pure lyrics the world spring from and touch 
the whole wide field human imagination, feeling, 
and esthetic and spiritual experience; but they may 
roughly classified, and first will consider those 
concerned with the deeper social, cosmic, religious, 
and personal experiences mind and heart. 

This class songs not only abundant 
quantity but richness imagination and esthetic 
and spiritual appeal the child, and later the

Good King Wenceslas; Old Folks Home; Loch 
Lomond; all these are illustrations the more 
serious minded songs that are intrinsically beautiful 
both poetic and melodic significance. Especially

necessarily include those rhythm and harmony. 

These are also rich nuggets song because they 
belong all ages the individual consciousness, 
either reason their immediate and personal 
influences and associations thought and feeling, 
because later service social communion, 
the case the Brahms’ songs cited. 

Because the purely musical values inherent 
the melodies such songs, interpretively studied 
and sung, they are pre-eminently effective material 
for the development music conception, apprecia- 
tion, and expression. 

the more serious subjects thought and 
experiences are the first mentioned, not 
because there not world poetic imagery real 
intrinsic merit though simpler nature and lighter 
vein, and also melodies equal beauty and signif- 
icance those that have been suggested, but 
because, for greater clearness, they are discussed 
under another heading.

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But there anotker important reason for calling 
attention the intrinsically great pure lyrics the 
more thoughtful type, well those blither 
character—they are too greatly neglected. class 
ephemeral songs which neither the poetic nor 
music content any vital lasting import has 
usurped their place the curriculum the school. 
the music had any really inherent value any 
respect, one might pass the language and let 
serve mere vocalizing purpose. This not the 
case, however; the contrary, words and music are 
served out the children songs, despite the lack 
musical merit such. Further than this, the 
music has interpretive relation the 
effusions called poetry, save serves emphasize 
the doggerel machine-made accents the lan- 
guage. 

There plentiful supply such songs, but 
single illustration will suffice make clear the type. 
Open school song book random and one finds 
such concatenation words the following 


Above the golden fields corn, 
Doth shine the autumn sky; 
let’s merry while may, 
For time goes hurrying by: 
Before the warm sun has appeared, 
When morning dews shine pearly, 
And the mower whets the swinging scythe 
cut the bearded barley. 


But what more deplorable, many fine melody 
has been literally like inane and 
gibberish character. Such specimens are entirely 
without excuse for the simple reason that there 
plenty good lyric material meet the genuine 
need for ephemeral songs, that is, song studies for 
day, for specific occasions. 

One the most important distinctions 
noted between what choose term the pure lyric, 
cited above; and the good, though ephemeral, 
song, lies the relation the poetry and the music. 
The poetry may really good though the subject- 
matter bubbling over with “just childish 


thought; and the music itself may have merit, 


but the relation between the poetry and music may 
not intimate, nor possibly very obvious vital, 
one melody being good another, only the 
rhythm the melody serve the formal rhythm 
the words. 


There are, however, lyric songs day which 
are value poetically and musically, and which 
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there least some interpretive relation between 
melody and poetry, though the subject-matter 
both light character, befitting the momentary 
need. Well-known illustrations this type are the 
Field and Stevenson songs. Their further discussion 
comes under another heading. are con- 
cerned with the problem material for service the 
development pure music conception, appreciation, 
and expression. 

Another general class pure lyrics having 
important cultural function the hymn and its 
melodic ba¢kground, the hymn tune and choral. 

this class lyrics too few are used, although 
there large number that all children every 
race and creed might join with mind and heart 
and soul. the hymn too long, contains 
debatable matter, many cases there sufficient 
number stanzas from which choose that are not 
only beautiful but universally acceptable thought. 
All didactic elements eliminated, still possess 
marvelously rich storehouse beautiful lyrics open 
all. Whittier, Samuel Longfellow, 
Samuel Johnson, Wesley, Waring, Montgomery, 
Newman, Havergal, are but few the men and 
women who have poured from devout minds the 
deeper poetry the heart’s desire for the “light that 
Christian nation our children can store their minds 
with purer, deep stirring lyrics than Lyte’s Abide 
with me. sweeter song could well from the 
fountains the heart’s music than one inspired 
that most tender lyric penned Harriet Beecher 
Stowe: Still, still with Thee when purple morning 
breaketh. more will come the minds 
all who have ever been touched higher aspirations 
and nobler deeds the world’s great hymns. 

more powerful chain can forged bind 
into indissoluble unity the individual members 
nation than the great universal lyrics which carry 
all thought and affections back into one brotherhood. 
The world to-day witnessing convincing example 
this power song. How much greater the need 
for songs that serve reveal and help realize the 
new-old definition national well personal 
individuality and unity which lies the root all 
the great hymns that have poured, and are pouring, 
the harsh voices our 
clouds low sweet hymns 
which echo the new commandment, have loved 
you, that also love one another.’’ 
prelude find purer voicing than the rare lyric 
which Whittier has bequeathed all humanity? 
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whom Jesus loved has truly spoken, 
fold thy heart thy brother, 
For where love dwells, the peace God there.”’ 


issaid: These belong the church and Sunday 
school. This assertion founded upon one the 
evil fallacies inherent nearly the whole field 
educational thought and practice, the untenable 
doctrine sacred and secular education. this 
false conception and tendency the school should give 
practical denial through interpretive study such 
lyrics shall awaken and foster consciousness 
the solidarity humanity, and the law integra- 
tion and unity,—the law love, begotten the 
consciousness one Fatherhood. 

The hymns referred have nothing with 
the religion creeds nor surviving pagan dogmas. 
They sing the foundation rock upon which rests 
the prayer which all races and creeds once, with 
one voice, this land freedom, united uttering 
expressing the universality human thought, 
aspiration, and 

All the types lyric thought which reference 
has been made not only touch the deeper springs 
desire, aspiration, and far-soaring imagination, and 
open spiritual fountains melodic and rhythmic 
inspirations but, what special moment, there 
inheres them the element permanency which 
makes them worth-while treasures memory, 
called upon for effective service hours social 
and personal need. 


While the type songs have been considering, 
whether they the more permanent ephemeral 
class, should furnish the main food for musical and 
poetic culture, they should not crowd out another 
class quasi lyrics, the provokers mirth, jingle 
sense and nonsense. Not for lack 
wisdom, nor failure understand the place the 
pure lyric, have such men Stevenson, Riley, and 
Field written the child heart into their jingles. The 
wisdom Isaiah did not prevent his donning the 
garb the street minstrel and chanting his message 
lanes and byways, the simple-hearted well 
saint and sinner. 

Nor necessary that some hidden import, 
mighty significance, should essential the choice 
songs this character. make merry the 
heart through the innocent jollity nonsense rhymes 
and mirth-provoking incongruities, just neces- 
sary the childlike thought, every age, the 


more serious art; and songs this character may 
permanent occupants the chambers memory 
equally with the songs have designated pure 
lyrics. Through all time Old King Cole will continue 
perennially fresh the minds the young 
heart all ages, and with like jolly pleasure young 
and old will sing the King France and his 
thousand for all time. this class are 
included the many true classics from the pens 
Stevenson, Field, Riley, Gilbert, Kipling, Carpenter, 
Elsie Cooley (with musical accompaniments 
Rossiter Cole), Rossetti, Gerrit Smith, Reinecke, 
not omitting many French and German writers. 

essential, however, that the jingle and 
nonsense verse and music, make clear distinction 
between doggerel vulgarity and the intrinsically fine, 
yes even great, fruits the play times imagi- 
ation. 


summing this review the purely music 
and poetic culture the mind and heart the child 
the most primal basis for choice song material, 
wish emphasize certain points: (1) The 
essential need for song, and its appreciation. (2) 
That songs should first chosen with the ultimate, 
primal, aim inspiring and developing music 
conception, music thinking, music appreciation per 
se, and its interpretive expression. (3) The need 
for awaking and cultivating poetic imagination, and 
(4) for storing the memory with objects thought 
having intrinsic individual and social and 
spiritual values. 

Still further, wish reiterate the great need for 
placing emphasis upon choosing material from the 
class songs that have been designated pure 
lyrics, because, has been pointed out previous 
paper, the music the school has either been 
engulfed the Charybdian maelstrom play and 
the industries occupations the school program, 
with its progeny songs that are neither sense nor 
good healthy nonsense; else has been wrecked 
the Scyliian fetich ‘‘sight and theory. 
the two, the first perhaps the lesser evil 
feared its tendency atrophy all real musical 
sensibility. this case the music consciousness 
the situation Jonah, who had fighting chance 
emerging from his tomb because was not 
devoured piecemeal, but swallowed whole. 

Let hasten say, however, that what has 
been written above does not mean imply the 
exclusion songs occasion. Play, the dance, 
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industrial occupations, call legitimately for music, 
not song. All wish point out the fact that 
they have absorbed the attention and thought 
teachers too largely, and the music culture the 
child has not been the primary aim. 
dwarfed and, small degree, distorted imaging 
and voicing music has been the result. 

Songs occasion, songs having purpose beyond 
their cultural value respect music and poetic 
thought, certainly have important and helpful 
function. They should, however, carefully con- 
sidered, chosen, and used with reference not alone 
the specific purpose for which they are adapted, 
but also the light their influence upon music 
thought, pure voice, and undefiled English. 

place, also, call attention one fetich 
which seems should relegated the 
totem pole class relics the ancient past ‘‘the 
notion that Spring Songs, for 
instance, belong quite exclusively certain season 
the year. 

This notion rests upon false basis, which assumes 


the mere accident season the earth’s 


the sun the inspirational cause such songs. 
this were true the desire for them would occur, and 
the appreciation their beauty and significance 
would realized only during the specific season 
which they are said belong. Songs this class 
subjects, however, are not the voice the spirit 
the season such; rather are they the inter- 
pretation certain mental and spiritual qualities 
individual being and life, and know times 
seasons. 

may curious fact, but none the less 
true, that adults are not obsessed with feverish 
desire for reading winter tales and poetry exclusively 
winter time, and Spring Song just luscious 
its beauty, stirs our hearts just warmly, quickens 
our imaginations just profoundly, when the 
thermometer registering zero and the snow invites 
coast over the fence tops. 

Left themselves, children are little moved 
poetic thought the consciousness the objective 
fact the season, and Jackie Frost’s tricks are 


thoroughly appreciated and enjoyed the sunshine 
summer 


When Dick, the shepherd, blows his nail, 


And milk comes frozen home pail. 


And this right since the child absorbed 
the real season, the mental state, which refuses 
confined circumscribed time objective 
appearances. 

know school where the morning convocation 
always led one the children. chooses 
the poem scripture recited, the songs 
sung, the music played. One the most 
enjoyable experiences listening comes from the 
children’s utter disregard for the objective incidents 
time, occasion, appearances, and for the chalk 
marks between sacred and secular. these 
impromptu programs, the Twenty-Third Psalm may 
follow precede the rollicking song Robin Hood 
and John; Wordsworth’s Daffodils and Heilige 
Nacht (sung German) are cheek jowl summer 
time midwinter. 

This seeming lack perspective wise argues 
lack appreciation the Psalmist’s song, the 
poet’s hymn the natal night the Christ Child. 
the contrary, the children are deeply sensible 
the beauty and meaning such songs, but, the 
innocency their hearts and thoughts, they are also 
just deeply touched the jolly and care-free 
songs the merry men Sherwood Forest. 

One more important point should noted 
this connection. The tendency the mere program 
circumscribe the songs sung tie thought 
down objective accidents experience, whereas 
imagination should free, because should 
concerned with the real, the poetic, and spiritual 
inspirations. 

far adaptation specific purposes 
occasions concerned, the basis for choice song 
material has been thoroughly exploited for many 
years, but too little, any, consideration has been 
given the question the intrinsic music values 
basis for choice the songs occasion. The first 
these two distinct bases, therefore, needs 
further consideration here, and the latter problem 
has been, and will be, more less matter for 
discussion under other heads. 
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while children are kindergarten first 
grade that they make the acquaintance the 
more common flowers the field, woods, and garden, 
and those birds and beasts and insects that find 
their habitations near our homes; and the 
utmost importance that these introductions made 
manner stimulate interest, sympathy, and

reviewed the pictures and names with the result that

Ink-Blot Tests with Kindergarten Children 


Julia Pepper, Director Kindergartens, 
Providence, 
the purpose examining the fertility visual 
imagination kindergarten children 
forming some estimate the type, richness, and 
variety their vocabulary and speed association, 
series ink blots was used testing them. The 
ink blots were large, very irregular shapes, one 
each card three inches square. They are known 
the Imagination Ink-Blot Test, and can 
obtained from Stoelting Company, 
Carroll Avenue, Chicago, catalogue number 77451, 
price cents. 

Only ten the set twenty cards were used. 
These were numbered and arranged pile with 
the largest numeral the bottom. The child 
tested was asked take one card time and tell 
what pictures saw the blot. Each pupil was 
allowed five minutes, time enough for him name 
many associations possible for 
These statements were recorded paper, numbered 
correspond with the cards, and the score based 
the total number associations. 

The test was made with one individual time 
alone with the examiner quiet room. 

Twenty children, five years age, were examined. 
Fifteen the number saw only one picture each 
blot, and these resemblances were named the 
majority one word as, lady, bird, baby, tree, 
elephant, boat, squirrel, etc.; the pictures did not 
seem suggest activity. However, there was great 
variety their imagery for upon two cards only 
was there any agreement their answers. There 
was marked similarity their classifications, for all 
the things cited could grouped under common- 
place, everyday objects, particularly animals. 

regards fertility imagination, the most 
imaginative children saw only two pictures each 
blot, but the descriptions these were elaborated 
and given detail. This result may attributed 
the environment the home, leading keerier 
observation, more mature thinking, and greater 
power expression rather than more vivid 
imagination. the three nationalities examined, 
American, Jewish, and Italian, one excelled 
fertility imagery. 


The speed association was remarkable; only 
one two instances was there any hesitancy about 
naming the blot. The instant the card was picked 
the association was made. 

The children were most responsive the test, 
entering into with eager interest that showed 
their love for exercising their imagination. 

The test practical with all children; its tech- 
nique easy comprehension; its equipment simple, 
inexpensive, convenient handle, and can 
given with rapidity and enjoyment.

The Knox Ink-Blot Test with First Grade 
Children 

This slightly different test from the one 
described Miss Pepper. Dr. Knox’s card ink 
blots the one used with immigrants Ellis Island, 
and can obtained from Stoelting, catalogue 
number 79,451, price cents. the six blots are 
all one card, cut small square hole large 
ing one blot time. The sixth blot printed 
sideways, turned the card toward the child 
the direction indicated the printed number. 
Twenty six-year-old children the first grade 
the Dewey Public School, Evanston, 
were tested with this card, much their delight. 
Each child was alone with the examiner, who asked: 
does this look time limit was set; 
most the children answered almost fast 
pen could write. soon child named one 
resemblance asked: else?”’ that each 
child was given opportunity give two names for 
each blot. Only the twenty children spontane- 
ously named third resemblance without 
repeating the question. 

One child failed give any name blot No. 
and two children failed name blot Only one 
name blot was given the following cases: 
Blot three children; blot five children; blot 
two children; blot five children; blot four 
children; blot four children. 

all other cases each child gave two names for 
each blot, that is, many names questions 
definitely asked for. might interesting 
continue quizzing until the real limit imaginative 
power was reached; but the test might lose zest 
overdone. The fact that the overwhelming majority 
took pleasure dwelling one two resemblances, 
instead jumping flighty way from one idea 
another, sufficient indication what the 
normal mind this age does when not forced out 
its natural way. 

The blots which bear obvious resemblances 
common objects may expected call forth greater 
unanimity than blots more vague shape: For 
instance: the children called blot No. 
snake, and called blot No. house. The

well muscular skill, while prudence, foresight,

This use mass test not 
suggested the author, and course does not give 
the children fair chance their best, hence the 
results should judged far more leniently than 
otherwise. Nevertheless surprisingly correct view 
individual differences can gained through such 
later individual tests. The slow child who habitually 
leaves his work half done, the child who prone 
misunderstand spoken directions, the child who 
makes careless mistakes but quickly corrects them 
himself, the child who improves with practice, the 
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child who tires loses interest and hence does 
worse instead better second trial—all these, 
and many more types that all know, reveal their 
everyday traits this five-minute test clearly 
year’s work.

OME, let live with our children”’ wonder- 

Place the emphasis 
and see what the result will be. Forget, for little, 
all else that mother teacher should know and 
nowadays order bring children successfully, 
and come back the old, old principle that life 
that begets life. 

The real question that confronts the one who 
leads the children not much how bring them 
been given garden dress and keep—her own 
soul—and she must keep it. This 
responsibility others will burden, but joy. 

Would she have her children honest? Then let 
her life genuinely truthful and fair all its 
dealings—all, remember. concrete example 
truth and fairness before their eyes constantly, 
and unconsciously they become the same. Few 
words are necessary—the less, oftentimes, the better. 
Children chafe and grow restive under much preach- 
ing. life—an honest life—in contact with 
theirs, that they need, not words. 

she anxious about the personal habits her 
children? Let her look her own habits. Would 
she have her children neat, she must scrupulously 
neat herself. Would she have them love cleanliness, 
she must cuitivate herself sense finer than any 
the five senses—a sense that perceives and de- 
mands cleanliness everywhere. mother teacher 
equipped with this sense not governed set 
rules, but principle that permeates all her life. 
She starts the day aright—as the birds do—with 


bath. She lets the clean, morning air rush through 
all her rooms. That hers manifests 
her dress, her surroundings, the food she 
eats, the water she drinks, the books she reads, 
the thoughts she thinks, and—in the children with 
whom she lives. must so.

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Should Muscular Movement Writing Taught inthe First Grade? 


Doner, Director Penmanship, Massachusetts State Normal Schools, 
Bridgewater, Framingham, Salem 


EFORE attempting answer this question, 

would like say that the present time there 

are three methods used teaching writing 
beginners, pupils the primary grades. 

(1) The muscular movement plan from start 
finish. The advocates this plan believe drilling 
pupils soon they enter school the so-called 
movement exercises with the purpose having them 
write all school work with muscular movement, 
claiming that the teaching properly done the 
children will able write automatic muscular 
movement hand the time they reach the fifth 
grade. 

(2) The plan teaching form and movement 
combined. Advocates this plan believe large 
writing for beginners, gradually reduced age 
advances, which provides natural, normal basis for 
adults, and also insures combination health and 
service not otherwise possible. 

(3) The plan teaching form first and move- 
ment later. Adherents this plan claim that the 
beginners should first taught correct letter forma- 
tion the use the fingers, with reasonably good 
pencil holding and body position, and movement 
begun later, the third fourth grade, and some- 
times not until the fifth grade, which time intensive 
practice put upon movement. There may other 
local methods advocated and taught various 
school systems throughout the country; but these 
herein described are the three main plans 
methods employed the American schools to-day. 
The writer was under the impression that the readers 
this magazine might interested know about 
the present methods teaching penmanship the 
grades, hence this introduction. 

Now the question: Should muscular movement 
writing taught the first not believe 
the strenuous plan muscular movement 
writing beginners, pupils the first grade. 
Some free-arm movement work might given 
advantage, especially upon the blackboard, such 
few elementary drills for the purpose gaining 
control and some freedom action; but this should 
incidental actual writing and not preliminary 
it, for the purpose having children write with 


muscular movement. Movement drills 
have very little meaning the child, and the 
opinion that writing well reading and other 
language activities should have real interest and 
meaning children. 

Rather than teaching meaningless 
even single and sentences, for the 
purpose obtaining good general form and which 
express some meaning, should taught. Small 
muscular movement writing for children, which 
necessarily requires close attention correct posi- 
tion, pen holding, fine co-ordination the muscles 
and considerable precision, requirement that 
too difficult for the child the age five six. 
The child this age has not the co-ordinating nerve 
power sufficiently mature stage this work 
except scale large that useless for desk 
writing. 

There too much valuable school time wasted 
attempting teach muscular movement writing 
pupils the first grade (and might say the first 
two grades?) when the time could spent oral, 
manual, and play work that would greater 
benefit the child. there any necessity for 
much drill writing the first grade? would 
great deal better postpone writing altogether 
until the second third grade when the child has 
gained some control over himself, than burden him 
with subject which difficult and one which most 
adults find difficult well and 
child the first grade trained write few 
letters, few simple words and sentences, his own 
name, doing reasonably hygienic position, 
with both arms the desk, and with head the 
writing itself staggering the right direction 
general form, what more does need? When 
require him write the whirligig and push-pull 
movements, are adding something the learning 
and the teaching process writing that difficult 
for the average pupil and teacher well. 

admit that the teacher thoroughly trained 
the theory and practice writing, and the school 
turned into school penmanship, that say,

these panels suggesting spring (plate I), the grass, and every other panel shown brook 
rabbits are cut from white paper and pasted (pale blue with dark green outline), over which the
